FOREIGN ECHOES. 


THERE is every appearance that the English 
are drifting on Burmah, as the French drifted 
on Tonguin. The former call the bands of 
armed men who attack cities occupied by 
British troops ,dacoits, the French called them 
pirates. Of all the questions in which China was 
involved by the British possession of Burmah, 
not one has been settled; meanwhile, Burmese 
leaders, princes, ‘‘pretenders’’ and others, 
are, naturally enough, living in hopes.that 
China will ultimately come to their assistance 
as she did to that of the Black Flag’s,and thus 
the flame of resistance is kept alive. China, 
of course, will do nothing of the kind, but the 
Burmese cannot understand the wide differ - 
ence between their case and that of the Ton- 
quinese. As long as questions with China re- 
main open, political disturbances ofa more or 
less intermittent character must be expected, 
and it would be wise to get the Chinese out of 
the way at once. 


Tue treaty between France and China, re- 
cently signed at Pekin, is worthy of note, if 
for nothing else because it marks the conclu- 
Sion of the questions arising out of the late 
war between the two countries. Butit has a 
special interest for the rest of the world, be- 
cause it lays down the conditions under which 
trade across the Tonquin frontier into South- 
ern Ohinais to be carried on in the future.

THE English bibliomaniacs have been badly 
sold. It will be remembered as duly recorded 
in the American press that two commonplace 
books of the poet Burns were recently 
knocked down at the Mackenzie salein Edin- 
burg, amid ‘‘great excitement and rounds of 
applause, at the fancy prices of 310 and 270 
guineas, respectively. It was supposed, of 
course, that the contents (which were in 
Burns’ own handwriting) were original. Burns 
oluds and Burns collectors in all parts of the 
country had hurried to Auld Reekie to secure 
these precious volumes; thanks to the entry 
inthe catalogue of a belief that the contents 
of the two little books were unpublished. 
The newspapers had been eloquent in praise 
and criticism of the contents; for days the 
most frequent topic of conversation in literary 
circles had been those unpublished MSS. of 
Burns. The Edinburg Evening Journal had 
declared them one of the most interesting 
finds that recent years had brought to light, 
when lo! ‘‘a change came oer the spirit 
of the dream. It was discovered that first 
one and then another of the verses 
had been published years before Burns was 
born or thoughtof. A careful search revealed 
the originals in the London Magazine for 1748 
and the Scot’s Magazine, the two principal 
magazines ofthe age. In fact, the only origin- 
ality about the manuscript consists in the 
morocco covers in which they are wrapped 
and the prices they obtained. 


AN uncomfortable item has turned up in 
France which will put a more shady com- 
plexion than ever on those slippery bits of 
property known as authors“ rights. It ap- 
pears from a recent lawsuit that the master 
spirit who gives the impulses, or says 
that he does, to a literary work, is 
entitled to a share in the gains 
equal to that of the artificer who carries vut 
his design. In the case in question two gentie- 
men wers requested to write the libretto for 
an opera, and with the assistance of a third 
collaborateur whom they seem to have taken 
on when the plot became involved, they suc: 
ceeded inturning out what proved to bea 
very popular book. So great was the suc- 
cess of the opera that a fourth gentleman 
claimed a share in the takings, on the ground 
that he had given some valuable hints to one 
of the original writers. His claim was ignored, 
but he brought anaction with the result that 
he was awarded a third part in the librettists’ 
share of the payments, 


THE international Tanitary Commission in 
Egypt have imposed a rigorous quarantine of 
seven days on arrivals from Italy, in conse- 
quence of the appearance of cholera there.

Commencing therefore with last 
month, mails from Soudaa, which include the 
American mail bags for those countries, the 
outward steamers will sail directly to Port 
Said, whence mails and passengers will pass 
through the Suez Canal without communicat- 
ing with the shores of Egypt at all. :

A CHICAGO MYSTERY. 


Blood-Stained Articles of Men’s Wearing 
Apparel Found on the Lake Shore Drive. 
Outcaeo, May 29.—The North Side police

Atreaty has been formed between 
trades union officers and the Knights, which 
has been presented for ratification in the con- 
vention.

The Action of the Council on the 
Monopoly Franchise 


Discussed at Length and Notice of 
Reconsideration Given. _ 


Devoy’s-Sophistry Hxposed in a 
Searching Light. 


Does the Iron Mountain Railroad Company 
Own St. Louis Streets?—Some Close Analy- 
ses—Oouncilmen on the Situation—Re- 
monstrances of Merchants —Interviews 
with Business Men—Temple as the Apostle 
of Light. 


The Council met last night. 

Iron Mountain Director Allen was not in 
the chair. He was the only absentee. 

There were six members present who repre- 
sented the people; there were six present who 
represented Gould. 

The Gould faction still held the balance of 
power. The monopoly franchise elevated 
railroad bill had been ordered to engross- 
ment. It would be reported from engross- 
ment, and ut there is no objection the bill 
will now de signed. 

The signature of Vice and Acting President 
Temple would be affixed to the death warrant 
of St. Louis business. 

They did not dare to use that power. The 
voice of the people on the threshold of this 
final act made them pause. 

Ed Devoy, the champion of the Dill, the only 
one of the solid seven who has dared to speak 
out in defense of his vote, hesitated. Are we 
not going too far? he asked. The thought 
worried him. 

Temple, than whom no one on the floor is 
more careless of public opinion, moved a re- 
consideration ofthe vote by which the bill 
was ordered to engrossment! 

Temple, the unswerving friend of the rail- 
roads, moved a reconsideration ! 

Had the motion come from Haines, Blakely, 
O'Malley, or even Devoy it would not have 
been accounted remarkable. But from Tem- 
ple —or from Stone —it was a miracle! 

Gould owns all; but out of the fullness of his 
hands the people shall have some small con- 
cession. The monopoly franchise which was 
to block out all the future of St. Louis, except 
that which contributed tothe Iron Mountain 
Railroad Company, was in the hands of those 
who sought for it. Intheir hour of victory 
they could afford to make concessions to the 
people. 

It will De the people's fault if the monopoly 
is granted now. 

Do the people understan d the situation? 

Ed Devoy says they do not; all the Iron 
Mountain asks, he says, is an exclusive 
right to build an elevated way over its own 


property. 
Does Third street belong to the St. Louis, 


Iron Mountain and Southern Railroad Com- 
pany? 

The elevated way to be constructed under 
the monopoly franchise bill crosses Third 
street at a height of thirteen feet above the 
grade. Aman seated onthe driver’s seat of 
an omnibus clears twelve feet. Hay and bar- 
rel wagons are from thirteen to eighteen feet 
high. An elevation of thirteen feet obstruets 
traffic on Third street, and compels that high 
wagons starting from Gratiot and Third 
streets, to reach Broadway and Chouteau ave- 
nue, a distance of four blocks on the ordinary 
course, would have to traverse twenty-four 
blocks on the shortest possible route. 

Does the railroad company own Fourth and 
Fifth and Sixth and Seventh streets? 

The monopoly franchise bill gives them the 
right to obstruct these streets in the same 
manner. 

Does Ed Devoy understand the situation? 

An elevated railroad, properly constructed, 
which may be used by any railroad on the 
payment of fair compensation to the company 
constructing it, would find no opposition 
of consequence. The people do not 
object to trading one convenience for 
something greater. Any elevated road will 
be an obstruction on the streets where itis 
built; if it is not a monopoly, it will bea 
benefit. For that benefit the people will bear 
with the obstruction. 

But not with monopoly. 

The streets of the city belong to the people— 
not to the St. Louis, Iron Mountain and South- 
ern Railroad Company. 

The company is a citizen and enqtled to such 
use of the thoroughfares of the city as does not 
interfere with the rights of other citizens. It 
is entitled to no especial benefits; and when 
the people, through their representatives, 
grant such benefits they require such conces- 
sions as will compensate for the loss to the 
main body of the citizens. : 

That is equity; that is right; that is justice. 

Monopoly franchises have no compensating 
features; they are inequitable, wrong and un- 


just.

There was a small lobby present last night at 
the meeting of the Council.

Devoy, move the adoption or rej on of the 
remonstance. 

Mr. Devoy: Not me. Theright ofa citizen 
to be heard 4 remonstrance or petition will 
never be denied by me. 

There was no rulingon the point of order 
and no objection. The speaker continued: 


The petition is calculated to place the rail- 
road in an unfavorable light. The Iron Moun- 
tain Railroad is already established, and it 
now wants to connect its main tracks with the 
Union Depot. It does not ask to go upon the 
streets but to go over them. It only 
asks permission to go upon itsown property. 
It doesn’t ask permission to place the struct- 
ure upon any prop but its own. I must 
express my feeling on this subject now while 
the petition is before this body. Not one in 
100 of the citizens understand the situation. 
They are R dy a paid solicitor, per- 
haps, an he asks hem: DO you 
want to give the Iron Mountain Com- 
pany an exclusive right to cross and 
obstruct the streets of the city?’’ The 
citizen says no; Isay ‘‘no!’’ too. But that 
is not what is — — tor. The 
company only asks for privileges that will en- 
able it to reach its own property. It has been 
said that other companies want to use this 
structure. What company wants to use it 
jointly with the Iron Mountain? If there is 
any one now is the time to make terms with 
the Iron Mountain. The company is willing 
to treat with companies who come to them 
now and ask to be allowed the privilege 
of using the structure. It is not right to 
put such provisions into the bill as will 
compel the Iron Mountain to give the 
right of using the structure to another com- 
pany that may come into the city for the sole 

urpose of harassing it and stealing away its 
argest source of business.

By Telegraph to the Post-DISPATCH. 

WASHINGTON, D. O., May 29.—President 
Cleveland is to be married to Miss Frances Fol- 
som of Buffalo on next Wednesday, the 2d day 
of June. The hour ofthe ceremony is 7 p. m. 
It will take place in the Blue Parjor of the 
White House. The ceremony will be per- 
formed by the Rev. Dr. Sunderland, the ex- 
chaplain of the United States Senate and the 
present pastor of the Presbyterian Church 
which the President attends. The wedding 
Will be nearly private. The members of the 
Cabinet and their families, Mrs. Hoyt and 
Miss Oleveland, Mrs. Folsom and the party 
who accompanied Miss Folsom during her 
visit in Europe, Col. and Mrs. Lamont, 
and possibly one or two more relatives 
will be the only persons present during the 
ceremony. This is the official information 
given to the Post-DISPATCH correspondent 
last night at the White House. The date of 
the wedding ceremony was determined only 
yesterday morning in an interview between 
Ool. Lamont and Miss Folsom. The wedding 
will be a private one because of the recent 
death of Miss Foleom’s grandfather. The 
President was not certain before Miss Folsom 
arrived that the wedding would not be de- 
ferred for some time on account of this death. 
If it had not been for this death the wedding 
would have been an official one, and the 
guests would have been all the prominent peo- 
ple of Washington. The President has been 
restless under the constant criticism of his 
silence upon this subject. The reason for this 
was that the wedding day was not fixed, and 
he did not like to say anything about it, even 
to his most intimate friends, until Miss Fol- 
som's arrival. Another version of his silence 
is that his proposal to Miss Folsom was made 
to her before she went away, and that she 
took it under advisement, promising to give 
her answer when she returned. This is the 
most reasonable explanation. At any rate, 
the answer, with the date of the wedding, 
came yesterday, and almost instantly the 


President gave directions to Col. Lamont that 
the news of his marriage need no longer be a 


secret. 

Col. Lamont has been his only confidant un- 
til now. The President has never mentioned 
the subject of his m 6 directly or indi- 
rectly to any of his Cabinet associates. Last 
evening he received a number of callers. Con- 

essman William L. Scott was with him for a 
ong time duri the latter part of the even- 
ing.

The appearance of this handsome volume on 
our tables ſe one of those events which has 
cast its shadow before. We have heard a 
good deal about the book and are glad to wel- 
come it as a pleasant contribution to the 
poetic literature of the day. Certainly the 
person who could find no reading to their 
taste among the 800 songs from no less 
than eighty warblers must be hard to 
please; and it is satisfactory to feel, as 
George Parsons Lathrop somewhat caustically | > 
remarks in nis introduction, that if the collec- 
tien does not satisfy the public, it is at least 
pleasant to know that the poets themselves 
are satisfied. For the poems are the unbiased 
choice of the sons and daughters of song 
themselves, from which fact we receive some 
interesting enlightenment on the poems they 
leve best. Often they are other than those 
whieh the public have selected and stamped 
with the stall mark of approval. In some 
cases they are poems little known, from song- 
stera of world-wide renown. Tennyson, for 
example, has selected The Revenge, Boa 
dicea,’’ Come Down, 0 Maid,“ and 
„„The Daly“ from out his matchiess 
repertoir4. Probably had the choice lain 
with the public not one of those four 
would have appeared, But the idea has been 
to abide strictly by the author's own selection, 
and herein has arisen an objection. The space 
oecupied by the different poets ia wholly dis- 
proportioned to their merit and standing,as is 
also the numerical strength of the poems by 
which they are represented, An Alice Well. 
ington Rollins, for example, occupying ten 
pages with four poems, and Edmund Clarence 
Stedman fourteen, with seven poems, while 
Oliver Wendell Holmes and+Thomas Aldrich 
have but five pages each, and four and five 
poems respectively, strikes the dispassionate 
critic as a slight inconsistency. The anomaly 
ig accounted for, however, by the compiler on 
the ground that no limit whatever was placed 
upon the poets, but it will be readily 
seen that a writer little known, whose 
contributions are seldom’ published, 
yet who is anxious to be brought 
prominentiy before the public, would natur - 
ally monopolize all the space he can, and in- 
sert as many of his poems as the publishers 
could be induced to print. Some writers of 
verse have been omitted altogether; for ex- 
ample, Ella Wheeler Wiicox, author of 
Poems of Passion,’’ has not even been men- 
tioned, either in the preface or the body of the 
work. This would be reasonable enough were 
t not for the fact that other writers of no 
higher calibre adorn the pages. Taking the 
work as a whole, however, it forms a valuable 
and interesting addition to our book-shelves, 
and is to some extent a new departure in the 
field of poetic literature.

Heaven's Gate. 


HEAVEN'S GATE. A Story of the Vovest of — 
Ny LAWRENCE BEVERN. Dos to D. Lathrop 4 
Oo. Oloth, Imo, $1.25. 

Heaven's Gate is not, as would be supposed 
at first sight, a work on religion, or even what 
ig commonly called à religious novel, Itisa 
decidedly interesting story of village life in 
Wales, in the early years of the century; and 
Heaven's Gate is neither more nor less than 
the name of an estate owned by Mr. Selwyn, 
the lord of the manor, The author: also 
endeavors to show the state of society 
in the years gone dy, when the 
Established Church of England reigned su 
preme,and Dissenters were looked down upor 
as aimost beyond the limits of Christian 
charity. Critically speaking, ‘‘ Heaven’s 
Gate is decidedly earthy, inasmuch as it 
falla decidedly below perfection as a work of 
fiction. The characters are fresh, consistent 
and well drawn, without being very original; 
the tale is interesting, but the plot is discon- 
nected, and the story is told by a series of ad- 
ventures and incidents which, while they lack 
the thread which should weld them into a per- 
fect tale, are sufficiently descriptive of the 
scenes the writer wishes to portray. 

One of the best characters in the book is 
William, Mr. Selwyn’s son, who is a musical 
genius, and one of those weak, yet well- 
intentioned and high-principied characters 
who generally suffer greatly in their youth 
through their own folly and indecision, and 
yet turn out to be very nobie men as their 
character strengthens and their natural man- 
liness asserts itself. The country is a mining 
one, the coal mines being owned by a syndi- 
cate of gentlemen, amongst whom Mr.Selwyn, 
Mr. Hughes, and Mr, Rolls, the sleeping part. 
ner, come most prominently forward. Mr. 
Hughes is the orthodox “defaulting cashier” so 
frequently introduced to us in the columns of 
the dally press. He is a Sabbath-achool 
teacher and a Young Man's Christian Associa- 
tion in himself, and has sprung from the 
ranks, having been originally head clerk to 
the firm and promoted to a junior partnerghip 
some years previously as a reward for faithful 
and lifé-long services. 80 implicit is the con. 
fidence placed in him dy his fellew- 
partners that his books are 
passed unquestioned and unseanned 
month after month by the firm; the legend (in 
this cage fabulous), ‘‘ Examined and found cor- 
rect,’’ being invariably appended to them 
without a glance at the figures. Mr. Rolls is 
the only member of the firm who suspects the 
worthy Sabbath-sechool teacher, but even he 
can find no ground on which to rest his sus - 
picions and demand an examination, until the 
accidental discovery of a deficiency of 480, 000, 
when the books are examined andthe fraud 
brought to jight, 

Another good character, the pleasantest 
perhaps in the book, is a Dr. Herly, who la 
bors under the disadvantage of having but 
one lung, and who is hopelessly in love 
with Miss Margarete Drew, a dashing 
young lady, who is also madly in 
love with him, and who spends her life in rail.

The gentieman proved to be the ‘‘Vicar of 
St. Glles, probably intended for the fac 
simile of a well-known clergyman in the East 
End of London, whose works of mercy and 
love have endeared the hearts of all he ever 
met towards him. Mr. Marcus took the boy 
home and kept him until his friends in Wales 
discovered his whereabouts and insisted on 
hia returning home. After this his father al- 
lowed him to follow the bent of his inclinations 
which lay onthe side of a wusical career, 
William having always possessed an extraor- 
dinary musical genius, which his father had 
hitherto bitterly opposed. Later on, the 
miners struck work in the new mine and re- 
fused to resume it on the grounds that the 
mine was unsafe. They would accept no one’s 
assurance of safety but William’s, who, al- 
though he had all along opposed the scheme, 
consented to go down and make an 
examination. He descended with Dr. Herly, 
the foreman, and twelve picked men, but 
while they were down the water rushed in and 
the party were only saved by scrambling onto 
a ledge of rock above the surging tide. Will- 
lam was injured by a falling block of coal and 
died before the party could be rescued. The 
story of the heartrending despair of the poor 
miners and his friends is graphically told ina 
few words. 

The story is rather sad. The best piece of 
description is that of William's agony in Lon- 
don. Every one who has suffered in early life 
knows what an agony of shame and despair 
that is, which comes upon us 
in early youth, when we feel 
that our life is a failure. There is 
nothing like it in later life, it is only in youth 
that we can feel that luxury of mental agony 
which we hug to our bosoms with such obsti- 
nate determination to despair. Every one 
knows, too, how at such times the beautiful 
services of the English or Romish churches 
inerease our agony. The musie plays upon 
our overstrung nerves like sweet bells 
jangied out of tune,’’ while every word of 
the well-known service seems to remind us 
that while others can pray, we are forsaken 
alike by God and man. 

The author of Heaven's Gate’’ evidently 
has great possibilities before him in the field 
of fiction. ‘‘Heaven’s Gate being (presum- 
ably) his first book, we hope to find in the 
next a great improvement upon the work be- 
fore us. A writer who, in so slight a sketch, 
can give us such moving and pathetic inci- 
dents so graphically described should turn 
out, as @ whole, a better novel. Character- 
drawing and pathos are evidently Mr. Se- 
vern’setrong points, and we should like to 
see in hia next novel a better connected plot 
and more care given to the minor incidents 
and characters of his —

Since the departure of the Maroons for their 
trip East the many friends of the club have 
discussed the club’s prospects from nearly 
every standpoint possible. The very fact that 
such a discussion exists proves conclusively 
that there is some condition of affairs under- 
lying it all that should not be. What is that 
condition of affairs and how has it been 
brought about? If this question could be 
satisfactorily answered, there is notthe slight- 
est doubt that the public would not trouble 
itself with the internal workings of the club, 
but would discuss only its merits in playing 
ball. A sedulous conceaiment of all the little 
incidents that go to show that there is some- 
thing wrong somewhere will not reach the de- 
sired end any more than the refusal of a pa- 
tient to reveal symptoms to his physician will 
heal his disease. Butthe little outbreaks re- 
ferred to need no particular advertisement. 
The public is pretty thoroughly acquainted 
with them anyhow, and a careful study of the 
games atthe Union Park played thus far this 
season will result in the observation indicated 
above that there is something wrong some- 
where. Narrowed down to its most visible 
causes, the unsatisfactory condition of the 
club at the present time will be seen 
to be the result of three things: 
Petty jealousy, personal enmity and lack 
of discipline. The first two evils 


are attributable to the players; the third to the 
management. The latter, instead of being 
one of the causes which militate against the 
success of the club—the success commensur- 
ate with the rank and ability of its players— 
should be the remedy for all. The captain 
should tolerate no such work as that indulged 
in the last St. Louis game and the manage- 
ment should back the captain up with its 
support. Disturbers and disorganizers should 
be made to understand that they are to keep 
their sentiments to themselves or should be 
removed, no matter how great their value. 
Decent conduct, both on the field and off, 
should be made ‘the rule, not the exception. 
Deliberate error-makers fined often and 
heavily. No wrangles on the ball field toler- 
ated. These are the things that 
have been pointed out as the prevailing weak- 
messes of the Maroon club. Perhaps the man- 
— sees them, perhaps it does not. But 
whether it does or not the fact will still re- 
main that until all these points are attended 
to, the club will suffer. hat the Maroons are 
a good nine—a great nine—they have proven 
on one or two occasions. Let the discipline be 
brought up to the standard, and there is no 
reason why St. Louis should not de in the 
second place, with maybe a fighting chance for 
the first, at the season’s end.
